Annual Meeting, Dublin, 1933 

The hundred-and-first Annual Meeting of the British 
Medical Association will be held during the latter part 
of July, 1933, in Dublin, under the Presidency of Dr. 
T. G. Moorhead, P.R.C.P.I., regius professor of physic, 
Trinity College. The clinical and scientific work of the 
Meeting will be divided among sixteen Sections, which will 
hold their sessions on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, 
July 26th, 27th, and 28th, and we publish below the 
names of the Sections and their presidents. The first 
three Sections will each meet on three days, the next five 
on two days, and the remaining eight on one day. A 
preliminary note on arrangements for the Dublin Meeting 
appeared in the Journal of December 3rd (p. 1026). The 
full list of officers of Sections and further general informa- 
tion will be published in later issues.

A Palestine Branch of the Association 
As will be seen from page 306 of this Supplement, there 
comes into existence to-day a Palestine Branch of the 
British Medical Association. The Council of the Associa- 
tion is forming the Branch as a result of a widely sup- 
ported application by members in Palestine and Trans- 
Jordan. As is well known, the medical population of 
Palestine, including the British medical population there, 
has of late years largely increased. From the proceedings 
of a preliminary meeting of members concerned, held at 
Jerusalem on November 18th, it may be confidently 
expected that the new Branch will be an active and 
vigorous one. The inaugural meeting of the new body 

is expected to be held early in the New Year. 


Aged and Infirm Insurance Practitioners 

In 1931 there was a good deal of criticism by certain 
sections of the community of the medical services of the 
National Health Insurance Acts. The Insurance Acts 
Committee reported to the Panel Committees and the 
Conference that one of the causes contributing to this 
attitude was the continuance or the Medical List of men 
who, either through old age or infirmity, or both, were 
unable to fulfil their duties satisfactorily, but who, for 
financial reasons, felt unable to give up practice. In 1932 
the Panel Conference therefore passed the following 


resolution : 


That with the object of preserving the high stan- 
dard of the medical service of the National Health 
Insurance Acts, the Conference approves the policy 
of setting up financial arrangements to make possible 
the retirement from the service of aged and infirm 
insurance practitioners whose means are very 
straitened, against whom in consequence of such age 
and infirmity a complaint has arisen, and in whose 
case action may be taken under the Medical Benefit 
Regulations. 


There are two ways in which such a practitioner may 
be retired from insurance practice. The Insurance Com- 
mittee, after consultation with the Panel Committee, may, 
with the consent of the Minister, give notice to the 
insured persons on the practitioner’s list that he is no 
longer in a position to carry out his obligations under 
the terms of service ; or, by means of an inquiry under 
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Part VI of the Medical Benefit Regulations, the practi- 
tioner may be removed from the Medical List. In the 
former case removal from the Medical List should follow 
after the insured persons have been informed of their 
right to choose another doctor ; in the latter, the con- 
verse holds. The Insurance and Panel Committees being 
of opinion that a practitioner is unable through ill-health 
or age to continue in practice, a representative of the 
Panel Committee would try and get exact information 
from the practitioner as to his financial resources. If 
these were inadequate and the practitioner agreed to 
retire if assisted financially, then the Panel Committee 
would submit full details of the case to the trustees of the 
National Insurance Defence Trust. If the trustees decided 
to assist the practitioner the practice would be sold and 
the practitioner required to resign from the Medical List 
and to undertake not to set up in any kind of insurance 
medical practice anywhere. On sale of the practice the 
proceeds would be supplemented by monies of the trust 
and an agreed annuity purchased. If the practitioner 
would not agree to retire voluntarily, then steps could be 
taken to secure his removal from the Medical List. If 
his retirement from practice was thus enforced and the 
practitioner was unable to carry on financially, an annuity 
would be bought for him, the amount being determined 
by the trustees. If the Panel Committee was satisfied 
that the practitioner possessed adequate financial resources 
and would suffer no hardship by ceasing to practice, it 
would do its best to persuade him to retire voluntarily. 
Here there would be no question of buying an annuity. 

(A letter setting forth and amplifying these conclusions 
has been sent by the Medical Secretary to the honorary 
secretaries of Local Medical and Panel Committees in 
Great Britain, and to members of the Insurance Acts 
Committee.) 


Insurance Practice and Professional Secrecy 

Those insurance practitioners who have “‘got a little list’ 
can add this one to it. At the request of a pricing bureau 
an insurance committee clerk recently asked a practitioner 
to state whether an insured patient for whom he had 
prescribed Fehling’s solution was suffering from diabetes. 
The practitioner refused to give this information. If 
necessary he would justify his action and the prescription 
to the regional medical officer. It would hardly seem 
necessary to point out that the function of a pricing 
bureau is to price. Quite apart from anything else the 
practitioner was absolutely right in refusing to say 
whether his patient had diabetes, for such a statement 
might be held to involve a breach of professional secrecy. 


Contributory Schemes and Payment of Hospital Staff 

It has for some years been the policy of the Association 
that the voluntary hospital staff should receive a_per- 
centage of the income derived from contributory schemes, 
but the co-operation of the medical committees of 
hospitals is essential if the widespread adoption of this 
policy is to be secured. In 1930 a contributory scheme 
was formed in connexion with the Royal Infirmary, Hull, 
which was so wide in its scope as to have a considerable 
effect on private practice. The medical committee agreed 
to work under the contributory scheme provided that the 
hospital management would follow the policy laid down 
by the British Medical Association. As the result of 
a firm stand being made the hospital staff this year get 
10.5 per cent’ of the sum contributed, with an increase 
of 0.5 per cent. for every thousand increase in member- 
ship. No more than 20 per cent., of course, will 
ultimately be accepted. Only too often hospital com- 
mittees wait and see’’ before doing anything. To 
these we can heartity recommend the action taken 
in Hull.

Dr. BrapLtEy gave a very interesting address on_ the 
significance of the common cold, illustrated particularly from 
his observations amongst schoolboys. A discussion followed. 


GIBRALTAR BRANCH 
The annual dinner of the Gibraltar Branch was held at the 
Assembly Rooms on November 16th, when Major C. CRAWFORD 
Jones, R.A.M.C., the president, was in the chair, and eighteen 
members were present. The dinner proved a great success. 


A meeting of the Gibraltar Branch was held on December 
8th, when Major C. Crawrorp Jones was in the chair and 
sixteen members were present. 

Dr. J. A. Durante, surgeon to the small-pox hospital, 
read a paper on the diagnosis of small-pox. He said that 
whenever a medical man was confronted with a case of 
pyrexia accompanied by an exanthem of whatever nature he 
should always think of the possibility of small-pox and 
exclude it. He laid stress on the prodromal rashes, which 
he illustrated by diagrams. In his opinion the most important 
point in diagnosis was the distribution of the rash. Evidence 
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¢ secondary importance, such as clinical history, shottiness, 
j umbilication, should not be emphasized. Physicians 
jould always bear in mind the partiality of the focal rash 
f gmall-pox for irritated portions of the epidermis, in conse- 
apace of which its general distribution must of necessity 
om be true to type, with small variations. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Durante for 


his interesting paper. 


HERTFORDSHIRE BRANCH: BARNET DIvIsSION 

A successful dinner meeting of the Barnet Division was 
held on December 6th, followed by a British Medical Associa- 
tion Lecture by Dr. C. E. Lakin on blood pressure. The 
subject was very well prepared for by the rich purin diet 
provided by the Red Lion Hotel in its extremely well- 
served repast. The lecture lasted about an hour, and was 
followed by a torrent of questions, which were all replied to. 
The meeting closed with a hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Lakin. 


HERTFORDSHIRE BRANCH: EAst HERTFORDSHIRE DIVISION 
A successful meeting of the East Hertfordshire Division was 
held at the Hertford County Hospital on December 8th, when 
the qualified dentists practising in the area were invited to 
join in a discussion, of whom eighteen attended. Dr. BARKER 
occupied the chair, and sixteen other members were present. 
A letter from headquarters enclosing a model letter to be used 
when sending out-patients to hospitals was read and approved. 
A further letter from headquarters, setting out the scale of 
salaries for part-time anaesthetists for local authorities’ clinics 
which had been adopted by the Association, was also con- 
sidered, and the following resolution was carried unanimously : 


That, in the opinion of this Division, when the Association 
adopts a scale of salaries the headquarters of the Association 
should approach the Ministry of Health with a view to 
obtaining its support of the said scale, and not leave Branches 
and Divisions to make their own arrangements with their 
local authorities. 

The meeting then proceeded to the discussion of the 
evening—namely, the indications for total extractions of 
teeth. Mr. H. D. CrapHamM, M.R.C.S., L.D.S., opened 


the discussion from the point of view of the dental surgeons, 
while Dr. R. P. Gammie replied for the doctors. These two 
‘excellent and instructive papers were followed by a lively 
discussion. The CHAIRMAN, in summing up, congratulated 
‘the openers, and stated that the chief result of the meeting 
should be a closer co-operation between the dentists and the 
doctors. Mr. F. Lawrence thanked the Division for giving 
the dentists the opportunity of meeting their medical 
colleagues, and the hope was expressed that further similar 
mectings would be arranged. 


Kent Branco: Dover DIvIsIon 
A joint meeting of the Dover Medical Society and the Dover 
Division of the British Medical Association was held at the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, Dover, on December 38rd, when 
twenty-two were present. 

Several medical and surgical cases were shown. These were 
followed by tea, after which Dr. J. R. W. RicHarpson 
showed a cinematographic film of infections of the hand, by 
Dr. A. B. Kanavel.

Metropotitan Counties BrancH: Crry Division 
A most successful annual dinner-dance of the City Division 
was held in the large ballroom of the Park Lane Hotel on 
December Ist.

METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BRANCH: STRATFORD Division 
A meeting of the Stratford Division was held at Ilford on 
December 13th, when a discussion on the maternal mortality 
report was opened by Dr. Oxtey. In the short time at his 
disposal he pointed out the salient features of the report, and 
invited comments and criticism thereon. In the subsequent 
discussion the main points were as follows. (1) The necessity 
for providing adequate facilities for private practitioners with 
a view to utilizing their services in respect of ante-natal work, 
provision for which lay in the hands of the local health 
authorities. (2) The admission of normal cases to maternity 
homes when suitable home conditions prevailed was to be 
deprecated. (3) That the problem could not be solved alone 
by the employment of small armies of bacteriologists without 
reference to the question of social reform, in better housing, 
adequate wages, abolition of slums, proper food—in other 
words, measures calculated to produce a healthy race of 
women by the cultivation of the physiological life from birth 
upwards. (4) Grave doubt was thrown upon the advisability 
of training midwives to take blood pressure readings and to 
administer anaesthetics, with the possible exception of those 
resident in maternity hospitals. (5) The thorough ‘‘ vetting ’’ 
of every pregnant woman by extensive ante-natal supervision 
very often had the effect of instilling morbid ideas in the 
patient, and thereby helping to convert a normal physiological 
process into a pathological one. (6) Whatever criticisms 
could be levelled against the private practitioner were in 
themselves a serious reflection on the teaching medical schools. 

Dr. Oxley was warmly thanked and applauded for his 
interesting presentation of the subject. . 


NortTH OF ENGLAND BRANCH: MORPETH DIVISION 
A meeting of the Morpeth Division was held in the Grand 
Hotel, Ashington, on December 9th, When Dr. R. L. DaGGER 
was in the chair. A collection was taken at the close of the 
meeting on behalf of the Christmas Fund of the Royal Medical 
Benevolent Fund. 

The model form of hospital letter was approved of, and the 
secretary was instructed to find out the cost of printing 
a supply for sale to members. 

The Medical Secretary’s letter re the Local Government Act 
of 1929 was read, and the matter referred to the Executive 
Committee for consideration and report. 

Dr. OaiLviE (Newcastle) delivered a most interesting address 
on sorting of abdominal complaints, with special reference to 
ulceration of the stomach and duodenum, and malignant 
disease. He called special attention to Gregorson’s test for 
blood in the faeces, which he strongly recommended for use 
by the general practitioner. The lecture was illustrated by 
lantern slides. 

On the motion of Dr. Nose, a vote of thanks was heartily 
accorded to Dr. Ogilvie, who replied. 


SuRREY BrancH: RicHMonD DIvISION 
A meeting of the Richmond Division was held at the Royal 
Hospital on December 9th, when Dr. M. K. Ropertson was 
in the chair. Ten other members and the secretary were 
present. 

A discussion on the care of the post-war child from the 
point of view of the general practitioner was opened by the 
SECRETARY. He compared the conditions of the pre-war child 
with the class of child to-day who was seen at infant welfare 
centres and school clinics, as regards home conditions, preva- 
lence of diseases, and the giving of advice and treatment by 
the public health authorities, to the exclusion of the family 
doctor. Dr. E. W. Matruews (medical officer of health, 
Kingston-on-Thames) replied by giving the point of view of 
a medical officer of health and school medical officer. 

The CHAIRMAN followed with a paper on a scheme for the 
future care of children in clinics run by the local general 
practitioners, and urged the importance of keeping exact 
records of cases seen. These clinics could be combined with 
ante-natal clinics. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Matthews for so 
kindly attending to give Bis views.

Sir,—Surely Dr. Norman Maple (December 17th, p. 303) 
and his patients must be blissfully unaware of how com- 
pletely both of them are in the hands of the insurance 
societies. If a panel patient pays his two shillings and 
changes his society he at once forfeits his claim to extra 
cash benefit during sickness for the next three years, and his 
claim to additional benefits such as optical, dental, con- 
valescence, etc., for five years. If, for instance, he has paid 
into one society for four or five years, and then changes into 
another (at Dr. Maple’s request) he will find, if he at once 
requires, say, expensive dental benefit, that he must either 
pay for it himself or wait another five years in his new 
society. Would not a better way be for the dectors to 
combine and approach a decent scciety, such as the National 
Deposit, with the offer that if they agreed to treat us as 
gentlemen and the patients as human beings, we would strain 
every nerve to induce all new patients to join them, and to 
give them as many transfers as possible? Might not this serve 
to bring some of the more offensive societies to heel?—
